ANNA D. McGINNESS 


This past year, the Town of Troy was saddened by the passing away 
of Anne McGinness who lived in Troy for the major part of her life, 


Anne taught elementary school in Troy for 41 years and left her 
mark on the majority of native Troy residents and newcomers who had 
been taught the 3 R's by her. She was a teacher of the old style who, 
loved her students, encouraged them to learn, to participate not only 
in studying but in all activities at the elementary school. 


This included recess, games and sports, many times with her being 
the coach, referee or umpire. For the Holidays, Lincoln's and Wash- 
ington's Birthdays and Memorial Days, she was the teacher that would 
guide and encourage the youngsters to participate in the presentations 
that were put on in the school or Town Hall, knowing that this was al- 
so teaching patriotism and working together. As Troy was a mill town 
and never well off, Anne would devise innovative ways to come up with 
costumes and "props" for these activities. During her days of teach- 
ing, it was very noticeable to the town's people that Anne and other 
teachers were always at holiday functions, to encourage and give gui- 
dance, and to support the young students as they did their part in 
the celebration of the day, and she was there to quickly keep a few 
under her hand when they acted up. 


She was the type of teacher that when a student had to stay after 
school to study or for disciplinary reasons, to wash the blackboard or 
Sweep the floors, Anne was there to supervise and insure that the as- 
Signment was done right. Once in a while, a slap with a "ruler" would 
be necessary to stop a wild bunch who were having an eraser fight when 
they thought she was not looking and order would be restored. 


No one wanted to go home and say that Anne had to discipline them. 


As the students grew up and many left to go into the service in 
World War II and Korea, Anne always knew where her "kids" were, with 
the help of her husband who was Postmaster. She always inquired of 
their well being from their parents and it would be unusual if each 
and every one did not at one time receive a card or a note from her, 
encouraging them, giving a little local news but mostly letting them 
know that she cared. These were well received throughout the world 
whereever her "kids" were stationed. 


For many as they grew up, Anne's house was a stop over after ice 
Skating on Village Pond, tobogganing down West Hill or skiing down 
Three Hills for cookies, pie and hot chocolate. 


The day after Halloween night activities, Farmer West's wagons 
were displaced all over town, Joe Lagrenade's and Bill Pario's store 
windows soaped, various garbage cans placed on the Post Office roof 
and flag pole and other various mischievous action taken place, she 
would walk into the classrooms and know exactly who to pick out to go — 
and clean up the mess; and no one ever disputed her judgement as to 
who had raised heck the night before. 





It can be said truthfully that Anne was a legend in Troy, loved 
and respected by all. A true Troyan who loved her community, its 
people and worked hard with others to make Troy a proud, independent 


town. ;

To the inhabitants of the Town of Troy in the County of Cheshire 
in said State, qualified to vote in the Town affairs. 


You are notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Tues- 
day, the 10th day of March next at 10:00 A.M. in the forenoon for 
balloting upon matters specified in Articles listed below and you 
are hereby further notified to meet at the Troy Elementary School on 
Wednesday, the 11th of March next at 7:30 P.M. to act upon the re- 
mainder of the listed warrant. 


ARTICLE 1: To bring in your votes for one Selectman, for one year, 
one Selectman for three years and all other Town Officers elected by 
ballot, as passed by Town Meeting or State Statues for the specified 
number of years. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
such sums of money as may be necessary to defray the following Town 
expenditures.

d. Welfare 21,000.00

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
such sum of money as may be necessary for the care of the cemeteries. 
Budget Committee and Selectmen recommend $11,000.00. $10,000.00 to 
come from Trust Funds. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$10,000.00 for the purpose of sealing the roads in the Town that were 
paved at the completion of the Sewer Project and to seal other Town 
roads up to the expenditure of the appropriation. This appropriation 
will only be used for the said purpose of road sealing. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate and 
authorize the withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund established 
-under provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 as 
amended, for the following specific purposes and in the amounts indi- 
cated herwith or take any other action hereon: Recommended by Budget 
Committee and Selectmen. 


a. Planning Assistance to update Comprehensive Plan $4,000.00 
b. Town Hall and Town Buildings 4,000.00 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to ex- 
pend the Highway Block Grant of $29,000.00 that the Town will re- 
ceive from the State for the calendar year 1987 for maintenance, 
construction and reconstruction of Class IV and Class V highways. 
Recommended by Budget Committee and Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise $126,000.00 for the 
Water/Sewer Department. Recommended by Budget Committee and Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote a sum of money $163,918.00 
for the payment of Sewer Bonds. Income from State of New Hampshire 
and FHA will be $133,955.90. Recommended by Budget Committee and 
Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$9,800.00 to be used by the Troy Industrial Development Committee. 
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The expenditure of money to be used by the Committee with the approval 
of the majority of the Selectmen for expenditures involved in promot- 
ing the development of the Troy Industrial Park. Recommended by Bud- 
get Committee and Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to withdraw $10,000.00 from the Capital Reserve Funds for the Highway 
Department to be used for the purchase of equipment and property, as 
it becomes available, if it is deemed necessary and advisable by the 
Selectmen. Recommended by the Budget Committee and Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,000.00 to put up new signal lights in front of the Fire 
Station. Recommended by the Budget Committee and Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$8,000.00 for the purchase of a computer system to do the computeri- 
zation of the Tax Bills, Resident Taxes and Water/Sewer Bills. The 
computer can be used in the future to include other operations bene- 
ficial to the operation of the Town. The present computer operations 
are being done by Southwest Regional Planning Commission which will 
cease to operate after June 1987. The Selectmen feel this is the 
route to go. Recommended by the Budget Committee and Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $25,000.00 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve 
Fund for the revaluation of the Town of Troy. The revaluation to be 
done by the Appraisal Division of the Department of Revenue Adminis- 
tration, State of New Hampshire. This appraisal to start in 1988 and 
be completed in 1989. The estimated total cost of the revaluation is 
$41,623.00. An article will be in the Town Warrant in 1988 to au- 
thorize the withdrawal of the Capital Reserve Money to pay for the 
a yeh Sa when completed. Recommended by the Budget Committee and 
electmen. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to enact 
an ordinance to set parking regulations for all roads in the Town of 
Troy during the winter months. This ordinance to be enacted from a 
study and recommendations of the Town of Troy Highway Safety Committee 
and the Police Department. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to recon- 
vey a certain tract of land indentified as Map 11, Lot 5 on the tax 
maps to Timothy Platts Brown, the former owner, upon payment by him of 
all past due taxes and costs of such conveying. By Petition. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Water/Sewer Commissioners to transfer $25,000.00 from unencumbered 
funds from the operation of the Sewer System to the Capital Reserve | 
Fund (created under Article 20 of the 1984 Annual Meeting of the Town 
of Troy) to provide for capital improvements and capital equipment 
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pertaining to the sewer system or the sewage treatment plant. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to enact an ordinance to establish weight limits for the bridges in 
the Town of Troy. This ordinance to be enacted from a study and 
recommendations of the Town Highway Safety Committee and the Police 
Department. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to adopt RSA 72:37, Exemp- 
tion for the Blind. This State Statute was updated in the 1986 
session of the Legislature and is mandated to be on the Town Warrant. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to adopt RSA 41:45a which 
combines the office of Tax Collector and Town Clerk. This article is 
necessary to be in line with State Statutes. Previously this article 
was passed but included " and Selectmen's Secretary. " We have to 
remove " and Selectmen's Secretary " to be within the Statutes. 
Recommended by Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend money from the State, Fed- 
eral or another governmental unit or a private source which becomes 
available during the year in accordance with the procedures set forth 
in RSA 31:05b. 


ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money to pay charges and the interest thereon. 


ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to transfer tax liéns and convey property acquired by the Town by 

Tax Collector's Deed by public auction (or advertised sealed bid) or 
in such manner as determined by the Selectmen as justice may require. 


ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will vote to extend Memorial Drive a 
distance of 175 feet. The cost of acquiring the land for the road 
extention, the construction of road, extention of the water and sewer 
lines will be born by the owners of Map 13 - Lots 85, 86 & 87. If 
passed, this article does not approve Map 13 - Lots 85, 86 & 87 as 
building lots. Each lot will have to go through site plan review and 
meet the requirements of the Town of Troy Zoning Ordinances for 
building permits. 


ARTICLE 26: To hear reports of committees, agents or officers here- 
tofore chosen and take any action relative.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


This has been a good year in Troy in our opinion, with a little 
more progress made in the Town, with the help and assistance of the 
citizens who volunteered their time on the various boards, committees 
and activities that we have. 


A good example is that we issued 34 building permits this year: 
16 of them are for new houses, one was a conversion of 1 South Main 
St., "the Stone House" to 10 apartments. The other permits were for 
garages, barns and extentions to existing dwellings. Although not as 
many new units as some towns that surround us, it creates a lot of 
extra activity for the Planning Board, Board of Adjustment and Select- 
men and, in some cases, the Water/Sewer Commissioners. 


Being members of these boards takes many hours because of the 
complexity of the rules and regulations that have to be followed, many 
hours going to seminars that address the duties required by the board, 
the changes in the laws, rules and regulations and how to handle the 
requests brought before them. 


The boards try to follow the guide lines of the Citizens of town 
as to what they want the town to be like. This has been developed 
from three or four questionnaires gathered over the past 12 years. 
The members are sometimes met with fast-talking real estate brokers, 
developers or lawyers, most who do not appear to care how their pro- 
posals impact on the Town of Troy. 


A good example that we are well aware of is affordable housing 
for the elderly and medium and low income. In our opinion, it is a 
sad day when our life-long residents, who are elderly, have to move 
to another town to find affordable, adequate housing to live in. We 
have lost 6 senior citizens this year because they had no place to go. 


In addition, the young married couples are finding it most diffi- 
cult to find an apartment or place to live. 


The Board of Selectmen and Planning Board are well aware of this 
and could use advise from citizens who could assist in any manner. 


After many years of being "Job Boss" at the Landfull, Arthur 
Hurst retired this year. We wish Arthur and his wife well and many 
years of enjoyable retirement. 


Troy had its sad moments this year by the passing away of life- 
long residents who spent their life working at Troy Mills and raising 
their families here. 


George Woods, a dedicated fireman and past Fire Chief who showed 
interest in the department long after he retured. 


Roy Smith, Bill Rocheleau and Sigrid Tuure who were retired from 
the Mill and were well known and involved in the town. 


Leonard MacQuestion, who moved here after retiring from the Navy 
and spent most of the time landscaping and caring for the grounds at 
the Catholic Church. 
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The town was deeply saddened this year by the loss of three 
youngsters, Gary McDermott and Dawn Woodley who were killed in auto- 
mobile accidents, and Wendi Bragg who fought a losing battle with 
cancer. Our hearts and prayers go out to the parents and families of 
these children. 


Last year a study committee was formed at town meeting to study 
a plan for a Youth Center. Gideon Nadeau has worked long and hard on 
this. There seems to be a lot of interest out in the streets when the 
subject is brought up, and the Selectmen believe there is. But, we 
need more ideas and people on the committee. Please get involved, the 
committee will carry on for one more year. 


This same dialogue goes for the Committee for Improvements to the 
Troy Common and Center of Troy. It will continue for another year and 
will revitalize itself shortly after town meeting. 


Our town is one to be proud of, from the interest of beautifica- 
tion of the flowers around the common area, thanks to the Senior 
Citizens, the innovated decorating of the Town Hall, thanks to Cleon 
Rouleau, and our annual Arts Festival activities, thanks to John 
Callahan, Sr. and others. 


It is also appropriate at this time to thank the Police Depart- 
ment for a job well done. They can communicate with our youths and 
have done an excellent job of keeping the crime rate down. We also 
would like to thank the youths for having pride in their town.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than 
normal. The two leading causes of forest fires were again children 
and fires kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire 
Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest 
fire prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest 
regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest 
law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax 
payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax 
Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of 
Selectmen for timber tax forms.

We would also recommend an appropriation of $2,303.50 for meals-on- 
wheels. 


ANIMAL CONTROL 


Activity in the Animal Control Department has remained much the 
same over the past year. We continue to have our major problems in 
the areas of unrestrained and unlicensed dogs. 


The number of licensed dogs declined substantially last year 
and this is not due to a decrease in the number of dogs in town. 


We strongly urge all dog owners to have their pets properly 
vaccinated, licensed, and restrained for their own protection as well 
as that of the residents of Troy. 


Also, due to the increase of the occurence of the rabies virus, 
it is suggested that you have your cats vaccinated. Cats are preda- 
tors and could possibly contract the disease from the small animals 
they catch.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY & MENTAL HEALTH REPORT 


AGENCY HISTORY 


Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service was organized in 1959 
following a joint study by the Cheshire County Community Services 
Council and the League of Women Voters (Keene and Peterborough). Ori- 
ginally named Monadnock Area Family Service, the agency was organized 
through a merger of the Bureau of Public Service and the Keene Mental 
Hygiene Association. The service operated in this form through 1966, 
expanding in a five year period to a staff of two full-time social 
workers with psychiatric and psychological consulting support. 


In 1967, following a study during the previous two years, a com- 
munity mental health clinic service was organized providing direct 
psychiatric and psychological services. This program added two psy- 
chiatric consultants, a clinical psychologist and one social worker 
to the agency staff. 


Now, in 1986, Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service has 
grown from providing only outpatient services in its early years to 
providing a much broader range of services in response to community 
needs. MF&MHS operates out of four district offices; Keene, Peter- 
borough, Winchester and Walpole. We serve the 38 towns of the 
Monadnock Region. Our services now include the following: 


Vocational Services Housing 

Outpatient Services for Adults Client Service Management 
Emergency Services Inpatient 

Adolescent and Children's Treatment Partial Hospitalization 
Elderly Services and RSVP Psychological Testing 


Consultation and Education 
KEENE DISTRICT OFFICE 


The Keene District Office of Monadnock Family and Mental Health 
Services provides outpatient services for children and adults living 
in the towns of Keene,Marlborough, Roxbury, Troy, Fitzwilliam, Swanzey, 
Marlow, Stoddard, Munsonville, Sullivan, Gilsum, Surry and Nelson. 
Included among these services are individual, group, family and marital 
psychotherapy, as well as twenty-four hour crisis intervention. In 
addition, the Keene District Office provides special services for the 
Elderly, Vietnam Veterans, Secual Abuse victims, and Young Parents. 


The Keene District Office is also continuing its innovative 
alcohol and drug abuse prevention project in the Fall Mountain School 
District and in the Keene Junior High School. This project provides 
consultation to teachers, administrators, parents and students around 
ways to address the problems of substance abuse in the schools. This 
program received a Certificate of Merit in 1983, from the Department 
of Health and Human Services in Washington, D.C. 
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The staff of the Keene District Office are all trained profes- 
sionals who are committed to meeting the mental health needs of the 
communities they serve.

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TROY PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board continues to meet on the first and third 
Wednesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Hall. Any inter- 
ested residents are encouraged and welcome to attend the meetings. 


The Troy Planning Board completed another active year which in- 
cluded several lively public hearings. At times the pros and cons 
of the various subjects approached a feverous pitch. The input from 
the concerned citizens is appreciated. We hope that it will continue, 
not only in matters that may concern them directly but also in all 
proposals that shape the future growth of our Town. 


Early in the summer the Board distributed 441 questionnaires to 
residents of Troy in which 59 responses were received. On the basis 
of these comments, the Board will be updating the Town's Master Plan. 
However, the expertise and time required to accomplish this cannot be 
done by your Board so it will be necessary to ask the Town's people 
in this year's budget request to approve an expenditure for hiring a 
planner to assist your Board. 


During the year 1986 the Planning Board approved four (4) sub- 
divisions, tow (2) site plan reviews and were able to return $276.00 
to the Town. This does not include revenues from the sale of Plan- 
ning and Land Use Regulations books. 


The coming years represent real concern to the Board and the 
Town as development is inevitable. It will be coming from all dir- 
ections and sometimes for the wrong reasons. We must be cognizant 
of this as the results will be determined by the quality of our ef- 
forts working together. 


I wish to thank all the members for their cooperation and for 
the time they devoted to the deliberations we have had. Planning for 
the future growth of Troy is quite an encompassing task.

The Industrial Development Committee continues to meet formally 
the first Monday of each month at 4:30 P.M. A "touching bases" ses- 
sion has evolved on the remaining Monday mornings to maintain more 
productive momentum. Brochures continue to be mailed out to selected 
manufacturers in New England and will be accompanied by a cover letter 
on an especially designed committee letterhead. The two faced sign 
inviting "Location in Troy" has been erected south of the fire station 
on route 12. 


Approximately 40 acres has been added to the town's industrial 
inventory by the acquisition of the Brown lot on Dort Street. The 
budget requests for 1987-88 reflect a more aggressive stance on the 
part of your committee if industry is to be attracted. Site improve- 
ment is a major concern for the coming year. In view of upgraded 
surveying procedures, one town owned parcel may be larger than first 
believed.

FROM THE TROY BUDGET COMMITTEE 


In the year 1935 House Bill No. 234, which would be known as the 
Municipal Budget Act, was introduced to the General Court of New 
Hampshire by a Mr. Perley of Lebanon, N.H. It was subsequently re- 
ferred to the Committee on Judiciary and was approved as law on 
February 21, 1935. 


In that same year, 1935, an article was placed on the Troy Town 
Warrant which read as follows: 


Article 27: To see if the town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Budget Act. 


Adoption was approved by a majority of those present by a hand vote. 
However, under HB 234 the vote was supposed to be by ballot. In 

1936 the same motion was put to the people, as a ballot vote under 
Article 19, and was again approved by a majority of those present. 


A move was made in 1940 to eliminate the actions taken in 1935 
and 1936. An article was placed on the Troy Town Warrant which read 
as follows: 


Article 23: To see if the town will vote to rescind the action 
taken at the town meeting on the 12th day of March, 
1935, relative to the adoption of the Municipal 
Budget Act. 


This vote was conducted by ballot and the motion was defeated 29 to 


The Annual Report for the year ending January 31, 1943 provides 
the first tangible concrete evidence of a group of citizens known as 
the Troy Budget Committee. The following names appeared as members. 
All were appointed by the Town Moderator. 


Don W. Randall -Term exp. 1943 Samuel Johnstone -Term exp. 1945 
John F. Lahiff -Term exp. 1943 Walton West -Term exp. 1945 
Franklin F. Ripley-Term exp. 1943 Robert H. Congdon-Term exp. 1945 
Ernest F. Barrett -Term exp. 1944 Fred W. Trombly -Appointed by 
George K. Ripley -Term exp. 1944 Selectmen 
William J. Prario -Term exp. 1944 Edwin Smith -Appointed by 
School Board 


At the Annual Town Meeting of 1959 a move was made to have all 
committee members be elected rather than appointed by the Moderator. 
The article read as follows: 


Article 14: To see if the town will vote to elect the members 
of the budget committee rather than appoint, to take effect at the 
annual meeting of 1960 if passed, electing three members at each 
successive town meeting maintaining the present committee of nine 
members. This motion was passed by the majority of those present. 
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Betty T. Harling became the first woman to be elcted to the Troy 
Budget Committee. This historical even took place in 1969. 


Over the years there have been various wording changes in the 
Municipal Budget Act and it is now known as: Chapter 32-The Munici- 
pal Budget Law, under whose provisions the Town of Troy Budget Com- 
mittee derives its authority. Currently the committee meets quarter- 
ly, as authorized in RSA 32:12 and reviews the statements of expend- 
itures submitted to them by the Selectmen. The purpose of the budget 
committee is to prepare a budget for any village district or precinct 
wholly within the boundaries of said town, as stated in RSA 32:4. 

In January of each year, with the above objective in mind, the com- 
mittee reviews each department proposal for the ensuing year, includ- 
ing such self sustaining departments as water and sewer, and there- 
after holds a Public Hearing in early February to make its recommen- 
dations to the town. After the Public Hearing these figures are 
forwarded to the Department of Revenue Administration of the State 

of N.H. on the MS-7 form and copies are also given to the Selectmen 
to be posted with the Town Warrant twenty clear days before the 
Annual Town Meeting, which is held on the second Wednesday in March. 


Any town resident interested in becoming a member of the budget 
committee should file such an intent with the Town Clerk at the ap- 
propriate time so their name can be placed on the ballot, to be voted 
on the day before the Annual Town Meeting. At any other time any 
town resident may notify the Town Moderator of his/her desire to be 
considered as an appointee for any vacancies which may occur between 
elections. The decision is made by the Moderator. All candidates 
names must appear on the voter registration list in town and must be 
at least 18 years of age. 


The Chairman of the Troy Budget Committee will gladly forward a 
copy of RSA Chapter 32-The Municipal Budget Law to anyone wishing 
such information. 


To conclude, the Troy Budget Committee would like to thank all 
department heads for their cooperation in the formation of the cur- 
rently proposed budget for the ensuing year. The Selectmen are 
thanked for their patience in answering all budget committee questions 
over the last year, especially during the month of January. 


A special debt of gratitude is given to former town officials 
Robert E. Tucker and Clarence J. Abare for their knowledge and en- 
couragement in attaining the facts contained in this report. Thanks 
also go to our current Town Clerk, Raelene Cummings, for her assist- 
ance in finding past copies of the Annual Town Reports. 


The Troy Budget Committee respectfully urges all town residents 
to become involved in the democratic process of the town. By so do- 
ing, the voices of all the citizenry will be heard which, in turn, 
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will strengthen the freedoms that are all too often taken for 
granted, especially In recent times. The intangible rewards from 
getting involved are well worth the effort.

Connie 
Grover said that we have been advised from the state that this must 
be done. We had an engineer come in and gave us an estimate of 
$10,000.00 to have wells drilled. The State tells us how many and 
where they will go. We are hoping that we can get it done cheaper, 
but must ask for the $10,000.00. 


Janet McCullough asked if these wells tell us if we have leakage go- 
ing into the water supply does this mean that we will have to close 
the landfill? Selectmen Grover said that we belong to the Ashuelot 
Solid Waste District and they are working on something for the entire 
district. Edward Lang went into a lengthy disseration as to what had 
been done, what was being done and what the Solid Waste District hoped 
to accomplish. Bill Matson stated that the State mandates what needs 
to be done and we will comply with them and make the landfill last as 
long as is possible. We have 6 months from Town Meeting to get this 
done. Arthur Hurst asked if there were steps being taken to prove 
that the landfill is poluting the Brook. As he sees it, the brook is 
already poluted before it ever gets to the landfill. Will steps prove 
it or will all blame go onto landfill. Bill Matson said that even if 
the landfill is closed, the wells will still have to be tested for 
years to come. Passed as read. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to oppose the burial, stor- 
age, transportation and production of high level radioactive waste in 
the Town of Troy and State of New Hampshire; and to call upon Congress 
to conduct an independent investigation with full public participation 
into the feasibility and purdence of the U.S. Department of Energy's 
(DOE's) present plan to dispose of radioactive waste and into the 
DOE's competence to carry out such a plan. (By Petition) Passed as 
read. 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Model Welfare 

Guidelines - 1985 Edition - of New Hampshire Municipal Association as 
proposed by the Board of Selectmen. Chapter 380 of the Laws of 1985 

requires the Town to adopt written welfare guidelines prior to April 

1, 1986. (Copies of the full text of the proposed guidelines are on 

file with the Town Clerk) Passed as read. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to request the Town Clerk/ 
Tax Collector to accept an appointment as agent of the State Division 
of Motor Vehicles to issue, renew or transfer motor vehicle registra- 
tions pursuant to, and subject to the Director of the Division of 
Motor Vehicles, and approved by the Selectmen. (By Petition) 


David Aiken asked what this meant to the public. Connie Grover stated 
that the Town Clerk would be allowed to issue the state stickers for 
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any vehicle which had already been registered previously and that the 
application for same was in the hands of the Selectmen. Passed as 
read. 


A short intermission was enjoyed by all. Following this the Indus- 
trial Development Committee has a slide show which they hope to use 
to get industry to settle in Troy. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$2,500.00 to be used by the Troy Industrial Development Committee. 

The expenditure of money to be used by the Committee with the approval 
of the majority of Selectmen for expenditures involved in promoting 
the development of the Troy Industrial Park. Recommended by Budget 
Committee and Selectmen. Passed as read. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend money from the State, Fed- 
eral or another governmental unit or a private source which becomes 
available during the year in accordance with the procedures set forth 
in RSA 31:05b.

ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money to pay charges and the interest thereon. 


Edward Rice made the statement that he would think if everyone who had 
any delinquent taxes due would pay them, we would not have need to 
borrow money. Passed as read. 


ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to transfer tax liens and convey property acquired by the Town by Tax 
Collector's Deed by public auction (or advertised sealed bid) or in 
such manner as determined by the Selectmen as justice may require. 


George Dubina stated that he thought that there was a system here in 
town where if taxes were delinquent for two years the property goes up 
for sale. Tax Collector stated that two years and 1 day from date of 
Tax Sale she hold Tax Deed. Normally by this time everyone who owed 
any taxes has paid them up and there is no need for deeding. Passed 
as read. 


ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will vote to have the Selectmen and 
Moderator appoint a Committee to study and make recommendations for 
improvements to the Troy Common and Center of Town. If passed, the 
Committee would bring forth a report at the next annual Town Meeting. 


Bill Matson said that last year was a good year in that we were able 
to erect a very lovely War Memorial on the common. Following this 
there were people who showed an interest in improving the center of 
town and the Selectmen felt that this was a good idea.

$14,125. So far we have raised $1800 or 1900. There is a memorial 
book being hand printed by Bob Dericks, calligrapher, with all the 
names of Veterans on the Monument and the elders who have given to the 
fund.

11 Lot 2, known as the Webbie Hayes property, and to accept an option 
for the sale of this property on the recommendation of the Industrial 
Development Committee of the Town of Troy, if it is in the best 
interest of the town. 


Avis Harling asked where the Webbie Hayes lot is located. Selectmen 
Matson stated that it is next to Woodland Park on Dort Street. 


John Callahan, Sr., Chairman Industrial Development Committee stated 
that the intent of the committee was to sell or accept an option to 
locate industry from persons who have shown an interest. Land would 
be used solely for industrial development. Passed as read. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell town property now zoned Rural, specifically Map 13 Lot 1, known 
as the Mattala property and Town Forest, located between Route 12 
South and Quarry Rd., on recommendation of the Industrial Development 
Committee of the Town of Troy, if it is in the best interest of the 
Town. Passed as read. 
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ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to convey 
the parcel of land described as Map 11 Lot 5 which is assessed to 
Timothy P. Brown, 108 School St., Keene and was advertised and sold 
for 1983 taxes and conveyed to the Town of Troy by Tax Collectors 

Deed recorded May 16, 1986, Vol 1133 Page 331 of the Cheshire County 
Registry of Deeds, to Timothy P. Brown by Deed (without covenants) in 
consideration of property taxes of $709.26 plus administrative charges, 
paid in full by September 15, 1986. 


Avis Harling asked for the location of the property and number of 
acres involved. Selectmen Matson stated that the property was on the 
lower end of Dort Street as you go down to the Treatment Plant and 
continues on up to Bigelow Hill Rd. Acreage is 43 acres. 


Chet Priest stated that Mr. Brown had owned the property a long time 
and negelected to pay taxes, he should not be allowed to buy it back. 


Selectmen Callahan explained that this method was used before and the 
Selectmen could not decide to sell property alone and as a favor to 
let the Towns people make the decision. 


Mr. Brown made the statement that he apoligized for the inconvenience, 
but went on to explain that at the time of notification he was selling 
his house in Keene. The land has been in his family for 70 years and 
he inherited it from his grandfather Platts and would appreciate a 
vote of the town to give it back. He was prepared to pay all taxes 
plus any costs, fees etc. involved. 


David Aiken made a motion to put the vote on Secret Ballot and motion 
was seconded. Final vote for ballot Yes 14 No 42 


Peter Mattson mentioned the article in the Keene Sentinel that stated 
that the Planning Board had rejected one of the amendments on the 
ballot. He felt that the Sentinel had an influence on the people and 
how they would vote. 


George Dubina said that spot zoning changes were put to the town to 
vote. Planning Board must show if they approve or disapprove an 
article. 


Edward Lang wanted to know why the Planning Board rejected one and 
accepted the other. Dubina stated that he had polled each member of 
the committee by phone and they did not give their reasons as to why, 
but just that one was ok and the other not. 


Mattson said that all of the Planning Board decisions should be in the 
best interest of the town, not on an individual basis. 


After much discussion, Moderator Howe said thathe would not accept the 
motion from Peter Mattson to throw out the ballots already in the box 
as persons who were in earlier in the day would expect their vote to 
count. 


Meeting was adjourned at 7:10 PM.
